Books ; yet there is no good Evi- 
dence, that. any one Writer menti- 
on'd this Author before Paggins. Pli- 
ny is {upposd to ſpeak of him as 
a 3 Mathematician, and Gerbertus, ©; as

Poet, there is as dead a ſilence as if 
he had never been; nor can his 
greateſt Admirers find any Character 
of him in old Writers. 

Yer it muſt be ownd, that he is 
an Author of ſome conſiderable Age; 
for the Manuſcripts which Poggins, 
Bonincontrius, Scaliger, and Franciſcus 
Junius usd, were ancient : Tanaquil Fa- 
ber, Spanhemins, and the ſeverelt Cri- 


ticks allow him to be as old as Thev- 


dofins the Great, - and pretend to find 

ſome particular Phraſes in him, which 

are certain Characters of that Time. 
Others, who believe they have ve-

Gelli- 
us and Macrobius > Why the Gramma- 
rians and Mthologiſts, ſeem to | be 
altogether unacquainted with his 
Writings 2 They confeſs theſe are 
Queſtions not eaſie to be anſwerd. 
_ Of this Poer, who is acknowledged 
by all Parties to have lain very long 
unknown, and about whom, ſince 
he firſt appeard in the World, fo 
many Controverſies have riſen, I 
am now to give you an account. 
His Name is commonly faid to be 
Marcus Manilius, which in ſome Co- 
pies of his Poem is ſhortned into

Manlius, in others' ſoftned into Mak: 
lius : This variation 1s inconſiderable, 
and the common fault of unaccurate 
Tranſcribers ; but * Bonincontrius at- 
firms, that the Title of his very 
Ancient Copies was, C. Manilii Poet 4 
illuſtris 4ſtronomicon; and that he ha# 
ſeen a Medal, in which was the Fi- 
oo of a Man, but in a Foreign 
Habit, with a Sphere placd near his 
Head, and this Inſcription, C. M 4 
NILI 3 Lilius Gyraldus mentions 
another of the fame ſtamp; Bur 
that theſe Medals belong'd to this 
Poet, may be as eaſily deny'd, as 
'tis affirmd, or rather, as tis con- 
jectured : However all Parties agree, 
that the moſt Ancient Copies con- 
ſtantly bear the Title of Manilius ; 
but whether the Books of Poggius 
and Bonincontrius, which call him

Cajus, or thoſe. of Scaliger and others, 
in which we find Marcus written, are 
to be followd, is ſubmitted to every 
Man's Diſcretion ; the Matter is not 
of any Conſequenc®, nor a fir Sub- 
jet. for Diſpute, becaufe impoſlible 
ro be determin'd: Tho' if Conjecture 
may be admitted, I ſhould fancy that 
it- is, more probable a Tranſcriber 
may err, when he puts M. before 
Manilias, than when he writes a C. be- 
caule-in. the former caſe, the Sound 
of. the following Word, which is the 
moſt conſiderable in the T'itle, and 
conſequently the chiefeſt in his 
Thoughts, may pervert him; bur in 
the. latter, He hath no tempration to 
miſtake. This M. or C. Mani/ins, 
was: born a Roman, and liv'd in Rome 
when: Rome was in her Glory; com- 
manding the biggeſt part of the known 
World, and full of the greateſt Men 
that ever any time produg'd : For the

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ſame Age that ſaw Manilius enjoy'd 
Varro, Lucretius, Cicero, Ceſar,  Virgd, 
Parius, Horace, and (to clole. the 


_ Catalogue) Auguſtus. In the begin- 


ning of this Affronomical Poem that 
Emperour is + invokd, that very 
Emperour who was the 5. adopted 
Son of Julius Ceſar, who $5 beat Bru- 
tus and Caſſius at Philippi, 7 overthrew 
Pompey the Great's Son, - * who ſent 
Tiberius to Rhodes, 9 who loſt three 
Legions in Germany under the Com- 
mand of Yarus; who * routed Antho- 
ny and Cleopatra at Aium, and fav'd 
the Roman Empire by turning that 
overgrown diflolute Republick into 
a well regulated Monarchy. Here 
are ſo many Characters, that the Per- 
ſon cannot be miſtaken, not one of 


them agreeing to any bur the firſt

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Great Auguſtus. So that this Author 
liv'd in that Age to which He pre- 
tends by ſo many very particular Cir- 
cumſtances, or elſe He is a moſt no- 
rorious Cheat, and one of the greateſt 
Impoſtors in the World. 

It ſeems * Tanaquil Faber thoughr 
him to be ſo, ſince without giving 
any Reaſon He brings him down as 


low as the time of Theodofius: 3 Yoſ- 


ſtus was once of the ſame Opinion, 


having obſerved, as He then thought, 
ſome Meaſures, Words and Phraſes 
peculiar to that Age, and therefore 
He : concludes againſt Scaliger, thar 
Tulius Firmicus did not follow Manil- 
1s, but Manilius wrote in Verſe what 
Firmicus had publiſhed in Proſe under 
the Reign of Conſtantine the* Great : 
But upon ſecond Reading this + Cri- 
tick alter d his firſt Seniiments, and

ſtinguiſh berween Tdiotiſms and Bar- 
bariſms, and that PYitruvius (to 
whom he ſhould have added Lucre- 
tius) might be calld barbarous as 
well as he: 7 Franciſcus Junius com- 
mends the propriety of his Language, 
8 Salmatins and 9 Huetins have appro- 
ved many paſſages which leſſer Cri- 
ticks thought to be impure; And'the 
accurate Yoſſis, * after he had ftudi- 
ed and conſidered him well, found 
nothing in him inconſiſtent with the 
Age of Auguſtus, and the Polireneſs 
of his Court. Indeed moſt of the 
Inſtances that are produc'd upon this 
head,do not faſten on the Author him- 
ſelf, bur on the Tranſcribers and Pab- 
liſhers of his Writings. There ought

Their Au- 
thority Iiconfeſs had been perſwaſive, 
had they confidered, and after a fair 
hearing determin'd: the Controverhie ; 
but an incident declaration, and an 
unweigh d Sentence concerning the | 
Age of any Writer ought not to be 
ſubmitted to, bat appeal d from : 
And therefore if I can ſhew the Ob- 
ſervation of Spanhemius to be uncon- 
cluding, and refute the bold Conje-

And here 
I am ſure we ſhould not have been 
troubled with Spanhemiuss Obſer- 
vation, had he been pleasd to 
conſider, that ſub Armis, and ſub 
Armis Militiz, being very different 
from one another, might be usd in 
very different Ages of the Empire ; 
and that he argues very ill, who 
ſays, the one was known .in the 
Time of Theodoſius, and therefore 
the other was not common in the 
Court of Auguſtus : Tis certain that 
it was, for Virgil (whom Manilius 
often imitates) hath

I could. produce more Authorities, 
were not theſe ſufficient to ſecure Ma- 

nilius from $ panhemins s Obſervation. 
But Gevartius, as he is bolder, fo 
he is munch more unhappy i his 
Conjectures ; he fixes upon the Man, 
and fays this Manilins 1s Mallius Theo- 
dorus, celebrated by the Poet Claudian ; 
for the Anchor of this Afronomicon, is 
in many of the cid Copies call'd 
Mallius, and this Mallins Theodorus, 
was a good Aſtronomer, and a 
Writer of great Induſtry and Repu- 
b tation :

to obſerve, that it is the meſt ridi- 
culous thing in the World to ima- 
gine that Mallius a Man well known 
both for his perſonal Endowments 
and publick Employments, who had 
been Governour of ſeveral Provinces, 
and at laſt Conſul ſhould publiſh a 
Treatiſe under his own Name, and 
yet in almoſt every Page of the Book 
endeavour to perſwade his Readers 
it was Written four hundred years be- 
fore. For it muſt be granted that 
the Prince whom he * invokes in the 
beginning of his Poem, who is tiled 
Patrie Princepsque Paterque, who is 
deify'd whilſt 2 alive, and (not to 
repeat the other particulars I have al- 
ready reckon'd up) whole 3 Horoſ- 
cope was Capricorn, was the firſt

This laſt Character puts me in 
mind of another Objection tha: 
may be drawn from F. Harduin's 7 
Obſervation, for he ſays that Sretom- 
us was himſelf deceiv d, and hath de- 
ceiv d all thoſe who have thought Ca- 
pricorn was concernd in the Nativity 
of Auguſtus : For if this be true all the 
Pretences of Manilius are ruind ; but 
ſince that Writer doth not back his 
Afﬀertion with any Reaſons, I ſhall 
not ſubmit to his bare Authority, 
nor waſt my time in gueſſmg what 
Arguments he may rely on, being 
not bold enough to conjecture what 
the daring Author may produce.

Mr. Triſtan will 2 have him to be 
that Manilius, of whom Pliny gives a 
very Hom Character, in the 
Tenth Book and: Second Chapter of 
his Natural Hiſtory ; where he ſays, 

He was of Senatorian Dignity, an excel- 
lent Scholar, and (it we believe Mr. 

Triftan) a very good Aſtronomer, Bur 
{mce Crinitus doth. not prove what 

he lays, and Mr. Triſtan but conje- 
Etures ar beſt, and upon Examinati- 

on, will be frond to be very much 
miſtaken. in his Conjectures, there- 
fore I cannot expect any afiiſtance 
from either of theſe Anthors. Now 
it. 15 not certain thar the Gentleman 
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whom

whom Pliny ſpeaks of in the Second 
Chapter of his Tenth . Book was 
Nam'd Manilius. Copies differ, and 
in the M. SS. of Salmaſis 3 he is 
call'd Mamilius : Pliny doth not ſay 
one word of his skill in Aſtronomy z 
he only 4 affirms, - © That he was the 
© firſt of all the Romans who wrote 
* concerning the Phenix, that never 
* any Man ſaw it feed, that in Ara- 
* bia it is Sacred to the Sun, that it 
© lives 660 Years, and that with the 
© Life of this Bird is conſummated 
*the Converſion of rhe Great Year, 
* in which the Stars return again to 
* their firſt points, and give {1gnifica- 
© tions .of the ſame Seaſons as at the 
© beginning: And all this any one 
may write who is in an entire Igno- 
rance of the Courſes and Influence 


of the Stars: But when Mr. Triſtan

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farther obſerves that Pliny inſinuates, 
beſides a particular reſpect, a kind of 
Intimacy and Acquaintance between 
this Manilinus and himſelf, he IVES US 
a very convincing Argument againit 
his own conjecture: for there is good 
reaſon to believe this Manilins the Po- 
et dy d before Auguſtus, and therefore 
could not be intimate with Pliny. 

To ſet this whole matter in its due 
lighr, I ſhall, as the learned and in- 
genious Sr. Edward Shirburn hath al- 
ready done in his Preface to the Sphere 
of Marlins take a view of thoſe, who 
have been by the name of Manilias 
deliverd down to Poſteriry as Men 
of Letters, and then conlider which 
of all thoſe, or whether any one of 
them was this Manilins the Poet. 

Cf that Manilius whom Pliny men- 
tions in the ſecond Chapter of his 
tenth Book I have already ſaid enough ; 


and about that Manilius, whom Yarro 
Citcs 
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5 cites, I ſhall not be. concernd, 
there being no ground to think he 
was the Author-of this Poem. 5 *Pli-

Thus far Sir Edward Shirburn, who 
is very much inclin'd to reſt fatished 
with this rational diſcourſe of the in- 
comparable Yogius, and thinks others 
ſhould 
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{ſhould be fo too; bur upon examina- 
tion it will appear that Scaliger's Ob- 
jections are ſtill in force, and that Yoſ- 
fius's his reaſonings are all to little pur- 
poſe. It muſt be granted that the 
Agnomen Antiochus proves that Manilius 
to be of Servile Condition, tho' there is 
no need of this Argument, fince Pl:- 
ny in very expreſs Terms aflerts that 
he is ſo: Tis likewiſe true that: that 
Manilius was a Syrian, being a near 
Kinſman to Publius Syrus, and brought 
to Italy in the ſame Ship with him: 
But that that Manilius the Syrian was 
the ſame with Manilins the Poet, 'is 2 
Queſtion that ftill returns, and will 
not,l fear, be determin'd by the Title of 
that ancient and excellent Manuſcript of 
Yoſſius: For if inſtead of ME MAELII 
POENTI, we read M. MALLII 
POET A, which is found in other 
Manuſcripts, (and every body knows 
there is ſo httle difference in the 
mo | traits 
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trairs of the Letters of thoſe two words 


in ancient Copies, that they may ve- 
ry eaſily by Ignorant Tranſcribers be 
iniſtaken for .one another) then the 
Evidence drawn from this Inſcription 
1s. loſt: Beſides that Title is not to 
be regarded, it not being written by 
the Author but affixt by lome heedleſs 
Copyer of the Poem: For it is Divo 
Oftavio, whereas Auguſtus was never 
ftild Divus though often Deus before 
his Death, and the Writer of the 4ftra- 
nomicon, as will by and by appear, 
dy d before Auguſtus. 

'' To ſpeak our what I think will nor 
be deny'd, Manilius the - Author of 
this Poem was young when he wrote 
it, and dyd young; and therefore 
cannot be that Manilms Antiochus whom 
Scaliger reckons to be 120, and Yoſſi 
4s is forced to confeſs was 7o years 
of Age about the time Yarus was de- 
feated by.e the Ge: mans. The firſt " 
af 
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of this Aﬀſertion may be demonſtra- 
red from almoſt all the Pages of his 
Book, in which we meet with many 
things that are not to be accounted 
for on the Hypotheſis of Sixty: He is 
coo fierce and fiery tor that Age, and 
bounds every Step he takes: In a 
Man of years when we find a Warmth 
we fecl it to be regular, he never ſtarts, 
his Pace is equal, and ſeldom varies 
but when his Subject torces him to 4 
more than ordinary quicknels. 
Judgment appears all thro, and 
a ſtrength well  govern'd: When he 
riſes he doth nor affect to climb bur 
to walk, like a ſober Traveller, who 
knowing his own force ſecks the eaſieſt 
aſcent, when his Ground is uneven, 
or he is oblig d to take the advantage 
ot a Proſpect. Bur 'tis not ſo in 
Youth whoſe Fancies as well as Paſſi- 
ons are impetuous ; that pleaſes them 
moſt which is moſt daring, finding 
they 
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they have ſtrength chey uſe it to the 
urmoſt, and when at laſt they fink 
they ſeem rather worn out, than ti- 
red. I cannot compare the Spirit of 
Poetry poſleſſing a Youth, of a ſtrong 
generous Imagination and vigorous 
Conſtitution, to any thing better than 
to a Flame ſeizing on the Body of a 
Meteor, the whole Maſs blazes, and 
mounts upon a ſudden; bur its 
motion 1s all the way uneven, and ir 
quickly falls: in a deſpicable Gelly : 
He that looks on the Latin of Manilius 
will ſee that I do him no Injury when 


I compare him to this Meteor, for e- 


ven when he is obligd to give rules, 
and is ty'd almoſt to a certain form 
of words, he ſtruggles againſt thoſe 
neceſſary Fetters, he reaches after the 
ſtrongelt Metaphors, uſes the boldeft 
Catachreſis, and againſt all the rules of 
Decency labours after an obſcure Sub- 
lime, when he ſhould endeavour to-be 


plain 
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plain, intelligible and eaſy: Bur as 
{oon as he hath room to get. looſe, 
how wildly doth he rove? he is not 
free but licentious, and ſtrives to err 
greatly. "Tis needleſs to produce par- 
ticulars, ſince they are ſo viſible in the 
Prefaces, Fables, and Deſcriptions 
thro? his Books: And upon the whole 
it may be affirm'd, there are fo many 
boldneſſes {catter'd thro' his Poem, and 
ſo much of Toyſomneſs juſt by them, 
that a Man may read his Youth in 
his writings, as well as his Contem- 
poraries could do 'it in his Face, f 
I would mention and enlarge up- - 
on his conſpicuous Vanity, and from 
thence endeavour to ſupport the Judg- 
ment I have already paſs'd; bur that 
I conſider that fault when ic hath once 
offelsd a Man is not to: be cool'd 
by all the Froſt and Snow of Age: 
Yet from the Vanity of Manilius I 
think a particular Argument may be 
drawn

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drawn to prove him to be young, for 
he had a delign- to rival or perfe&t 
the inimitable Virgil. This is evident 
from the Preface to his third Book:

Theſe Obſervations will help us to 
give ſome tolerable account of the 0- 
ther difficulties relating to this Author, 
for to any one who enquires why the 
firlt Book is more corre& than the 
reſt> why the Impurities of Stile 
the Criticks charge upon him are for 
the moſt part picket our of the four laft 
Books?

was rais'd to its greateſt highth, it had- 
argued the-utmoſt Fondneſs or the ex- 
creameſt Folly in a Noble Family to 
have publiſh'd a crude uncorrect Po- 
em, and thereby engage their Honors 
to. defend. it.

ſequently of a confiderable Quality, 
or at leaſt a great Fortune. Bur if we 
reflect farther that he was converſant art 
Court, and acquainted with the mo- 
diſh, and niceſt Flattery of the Palace, 
that he made his Complements in the 
ſame Phraſe that the moſt intimate 
and finiſhr Courtier ever us d, we may 
raiſe - another probable Argument 
that his Quality was great : Now this 
reflection may be ſupported by one 
obſervation made on the Complement 
he pays Tiberius when at Rhodes: He 
ſtiles him © Magni Mundi Lumen, uſing 
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the very ſame Word which we meect ' 
with in Yelleins Paterculus, who wrote 
all Court Language, upon the very 
ſame occaſion.

particles which upon the firſt ſeparation were car- 
ried up by the Air, and afterward according to 
their ſeveral degrees of Gravity fell back again 
toward the Centre ; Theſe particles ſticking in this 
oily matter, made a ſoft cruſt, which in time be- 
ing hardned by the Sun and thoſe breezes which 
always attend its motion, became the habitable 
Earth. This Earth thus formd was ſolid, and 
without Caverns, nor had it any inequalities on 
its ſurface; as £0 its ſite, its Axis was parallel to 
the Axis of the Ecliptick, both its Poles being e- 
qually inclin'd to the Sun; and as to its figure it 
was Oval. Theſe are the few eafie principal parts 
of that excellent Hypotheſis, ſettled on the obvi- 


- ous notions of Gravity and Levity, 'and on the ac- 


knowledged Nature, and allow'd Motion of a Fluid. 
And from theſe ſo many curious propoſitions are 
naturally deduced, ſo many difficulties concerning 
Paradiſe and the Floud happily explain*d, and all 
{et off with that neatneſs and aptneſs of expreſſion, 
and that variety of curious thought, that I am very 
much inclin'd to believe that Nature was never ſo 
well dreſt before, nor ſo artificially recommended. 
And It is pity that the firſt acknowledged Princi- 
pics of Philoſophy will not allow 'it to be true. 
Inherent Qualitics are now generally exploded, as 
unphiloſophical, not to be underſtood, and unfit 
to explain the Phznomena of Nature. The Acce- 
leration of a heavy Body in its deſcent (beſide a 
thouſand other Arguments) quite overthrows Gra- 
vity both as an accident of Ariſtotle, and as eſſen- 
tial to Matter, according to the fancy of Epicurw ; 
fo that this motion proceeds onely from external 
impulie, and depcnds upon the preſent order W 

the 
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# che World. So that Philoſophy will not allow 
Y the ſuppoſition of Gravity or Levity in a confus'd 
EZ Chaos, ſince it can ſufficiently demonſtrate that 
© they are neither inherent qualities, nor eſſential to 
EZ matter, and that It is In vain to look after them, 
© before the ſyſtem of the World was ſcttled in the: 
preſent order. From this hint it is eaſie to infer

The Caverns of the Earth, if they threw out all 
the Water they contain'd, could afford but little 
in compariſon of the great ſtore that was requir'd ; 
And if the whole middle region of the Air had 
been condens?d, ſtill there had not been enough, 
becauſe Air being turnd into Water filleth onely 
the hundredth part of that ſpace which it formerly 
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poſſeſs'd. Though all the other ways by which|*

But ſup- 
poſe a Vacuum, or (as it happens in our imperfect 
condenfſations) that a hundred cubical feer of Air 
would make but one foot of Water, yet ſure the 
Region is large enough” to make amends for this 
diſproportion : Now ſince Nature is ſufficient for 
condenſation, and fince its powers may be conſi- 
derably invigorated for the execution of the Al- 
mighty's wrath ; why muſt it be thought ſo difficult 
to explain a Deluge? and why ſhould. an excellent 
Wit waſte it ſelf in faſhioning a new World, onely 
to bring that about which the old one would per- 
mit eaſily to be done? It is above the Province of 
Philoſophy to make a World, let that be ſuppos'd
